WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (UP) — 
Lrrane Administration threw a big 
part of President Truman’s anti- 
inflation program into a single 

bill today and offered it to Con- 


gresz. 
The measure was presented as 


one intended primarily to grant 
the Government broad priority and 
allocation powers over scarce in- 
| dustrial materials, but a Com- 
merce Department spokesman 
said the proposed powers in the 
bill were broad -nough to author- 
ize the Government to ration food 
and fuel and to buy entire crops. 


Another development today was 
the disclosure that Senate Repub- 
lican policy makers have discussed 
a new plan for compulsory meat 
rationing but have no plan for 
putting it in force now. It would 
be patterned after the British 
system of meat rationing. 
Secretary of Commerce Harri- 
man submitted the Administra- 
tion’s new measure to a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee. It was 
originally drafted at the request 
of Chairman Taft (Rep.), Ohio, of 
the House-Senate Economic Com- 
mittee, who criticized Administra- 
tion requests as not specific. 
Rationing Authorized. 


The fact that the bill contained 
provisjons broad enough to auth- 
orize consumer rationing and the 
purchase of entire crops was 
brought out through questioning 
of Adrian Fisher, Commerce De- 
partment solicitor, by Subcommit- 
tee Chairman Cooper (Rep.,

Harriman earlier had told 
Cooper that the Administration 
did not intend to use priority and 
allocation power on a scale ap- 
proaching the wartime basis, Har- 
riman had left the room when 
Fisher testified.

PARIS, Dec. 9 (AP) — The Com- 
munist-dominated General Con- 


federation of Labor (CGT) today 
ordered France's strikers back to 
work tomorrow, thus bowing to a 
Government ultimatum. 

Communist leaders had indi- 
cated previously they would, defy 
the Government, which had set 
tomorrow ag the deadline for the 
strikers to return and had 
threatened to use troops to carry 
out the work order. 

At one time, more than 2,000,000 
were idle in the strike, which 
crippled the French economy. 

The CGT issued a long state- 
ment claiming victory and saying 
the” Government had stopped at 
nothing to break, the strike, in- 
cluding ordering the police “to fire 
on strikers.” The Government had 
announced police were empowered 
to fire on mobs in self defense. 

Schuman’s Final Terms. 

Premier Robert Schuman’s final 
offer to the strikers, made last 
night, provided: 

1, Strikers must return to 
work by tomorrow. 

2. For so doing, they will re- 
ceive—as will the millions who 
did not strike — cost-of-living 
bonuses of 1500 franes ($12.50) 
a month, dating from Nov. 24. 

3. Inf addition, the Government 
will undertake immediate studies

Envoy Cites Letter. 

Gousev cited a letter of Dec. 6 
from M. Pierre Charpentier, 
charge d'affaires of the French 
Embassy in Moscow, which he 
asserted “shows the French Gov- 
ernment is unilaterally annulling 
the Franco Soviet repatriation 
agreement of June 29, 1945.” 

The Russian said in his own 
note that the French letter had 
accused “two members of the So- 
viet repatriation commission, Fila- 
tov and Sorokin, of subversive ac- 
tivities against France.” He said 
the Soviet Government regarded 
those accusations as “foul slander, 
devoid of any founda and 
fabricated by the French 
ment in order to its arbi- 
trary action to Soviet citizens in 
Camp Beauregard and to members 
of the Union of Soviet Citizens in 
France.” 

Gousev contended in his new 
note today the French actions 
were attempts “to mislead French 
public opinion on the subject of 
the true position in France at the 
present time.“ 

“The Soviet Government re- 
gards such action on the French 
Government’s part as hostile and 
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A warning against the use of 
one-ounce packages of peppermint 
leaves, some of which are thought 
to have been distributed in this 
area by a Peoria (IIl.) firm, was 
issued today by Roy S. Pruitt, 
manager of the St. Louis district 
office of the Pure Foods and Drug 
Administration. The leaves, Pruitt 
said, have a quantity of potent 
and possibly fatal drug mixed 
with them. 


Diagnosis of the recent severe 
illness of a resident of Buffalo, 
N.Y., led to discovery that the pep- 
permint leaves had been mixed in 
equal parts with belladonna, a 
powerful heart stimulant, in each 
of the 750 packages which were 
shipped by Allaire, Woodward & 
Co, of Peoria, Pruitt said. Pepper- 
mint leaves are used as a home 
remedy to make a tea for treat- 
ment of indigestion and minor 
stomach ailments. 

N. J. Busch, general manager 
of the Peoria firm, told the Post- 
Dispatch 250 packages of the ship- 
ments, made in October 1946 to 
wholesale drug companies in Mis- 
souri and eight other states, had 
been recovered, and both whole- 
salers and retailers have been 
warned to withdraw them from 
circulation. Each ounce bears the 
serial numbers 33,444 and 880 L 46. 

The packages which may still 
be available in this area, he said, 
originally were sent to a Kansas 
City wholesale firm for distribu- 
tion. One of the difficulties in 
tracing the leaves, he pointed out, 
is that no records of their sales 
are required to be kept. Investi- 
gation.of the packaging of the 
leaves has failed to disclose how 
the drug was mixed with them.

boasts that he has more square 
feet of tentage than Ringling’s 
circus. He also has a plant that 
manufactures all the ribbons and 
rosettes needed for a show and a 
printing plant that uses up 10 tons 
of paper a month printing pro- 
grams, yearbooks, and his own 
magazine “Popular Dogs,” which 
is in its twenty-first year of pub- 
lication. He has a mailing list of 
35,000 dog exhibitors to whom he 
directs more than 1,000,000 pieces 
of mail each year. 

Foley gives the female of the 
species’a lot of credit for the fact 
that the canine industry has be- 
come big business. He says 60 
per cent of all the exhibitors in 
shows around the country are 
women. 3 

“They really take their dogs 
seriously,” he says. “Why I know 
a lot of women who'd sell their 
husbands before their dogs. And
